Nearby Cities Obtaining Large 
Federal Urban Renewal Grants 

Newt that $982,512 has been certified for 
urban renewal in nearby University City empha¬ 
sizes the availability of such federal funds and the 
advisability of qualifying for them as rapidly as 
possible. The major step toward qualifying can be 
taken Oct. 2 with voters' approval of the Granite 
City pollution abatement-drainage program. 

Approval of the $ 10,000,000 bond issue 
means that the city can become eligible for mam¬ 
moth federal grants, potentially totaling $20,000,- 
000. Even if much less than the latter figure is ap¬ 
proved, there is no question but that the aid can be 
substantial. 

When such aid is converted into street im¬ 
provements,parking lots, lighting, recreational fa¬ 
cilities, housing or any of many other possible proj¬ 
ects, it can be seen that the renewal program is 
desirable and extremely worthwhile. 

With many other communities in this vicinity 
and elsewhere in the nation qualifying for their 
share, there is no reason why Granite Cityans 
should not "get in on the act" immediately; it can 
bring numerous improvements that otherwise would 
have to be financed from local property taxes.

Emphatic Support Of Zoning 
Is Justified By The Facts 

If we have been outspoken in advocating 
adoption of zoning in Madison county, as recited 
by a frequent Forum writer in letters to us and the 
County Board of Supervisors, it is because we are 
convinced of the clear necessity for zoning if the 
county is to- live up to its bright potential. 

The issue is quite simple. Hardly anything can 
function* satisfactorily without a few basic rules 
and guideposts.

School Traffic Safety 
Merits Prompt Action 

It is good to know that a conference will be 
held this week on Granite City school traffic safety. 
The start of the fall term is fast approaching, and 
the state will no longer permit use of school stop 
signs or portable traffic signals. m 

As disclosed in July, the city will have to be¬ 
gin converting all non-conforming traffic controls 
to the uniform system adopted by the federal gov¬ 
ernment and many states, including Illinois. 

While some provisions of the new code, will 
not have to go into effect for several years, there 
is no time to waste in devising a workable system 
for handling pupil crossings at hazardous points. 


East St. Louis Also Sees Advantages

Reasons cited by East St. Louis city officials 
for proceeding with their own river pollution abate¬ 
ment program make interesting reading, since most 
of them also apply to Granite City.
